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The  Alumni  of  the  College  should  magnify  the  po- 
sition of  influence  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
given  them  in  their  representatives,  the  Alumni  Coun- 
cil. It  is  earnestly  desired  that  they  shall  next  year 
give  the  Council  hearty  co-operation  and  support  in 
securing  new  students  for  the  College. 


Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  to  the  Synod  of  Mis- 
souri  of  the    Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A. 


Marshall,  Mo.,  Oct.   ii,   1910. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Synod : 

The  conditions  surrounding  Missouri  Valley  Col- 
lege have  not  been  favorable  to  an  increase  of  attend- 
ance owing  to  pending  litigation  consequent  upon 
the  organic  union  of  the  two  Churches.  Nevertheless, 
last  year  was  to  Missouri  Valley  College  a  prosperous 
year.  The  enrollment  was  slightly  larger  than  the 
year  previous,  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  nineteen  as 
compared  with  two  hundred  and  fourteen.  More 
money  was  received  from  tuition  than  the  previous 
year,  and  more  income  from  endowment  was  received 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Present  conditions  at  Mis- 
souri Valley  College  are  encouraging.  The  enrollment 
for  the  coming  year  bids  fair  to  be  better  than  it  was 
during  the  past  year,  there  being  over  two  hundred 
students  already  enrolled.  The  litigation  has  arrested 
the  development  of  the  College  in  the  way  of  improve- 
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ments,  as  benefactors  are  hesitating  to  give  money 
to  the  institution  as  long  as  the  title  is  threatened; 
otherwise,  the  College  holds  its  own.  Owing  to  the 
extraordinary  expenses  incident  to  the  litigation,  there 
was  at  the  end  of  the  year  just  closed  a  deficit  of  a 
little  over  $1,600.00.  Had  it  not  been  for  these  ex- 
traordinary expenses,  Missouri  Valley  College  would 
have  preserved  her  record  of  closing  without  debt. 

The  greatest  calamity  that  overtook  the  College 
during  the  last  year  was  the  death  of  our  distinguished 
and  worthy  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Rev. 
Erasmus  D.  Pearson,  D.D.,  LLD.,  of  Louisiana,  Mo., 
who,  at  the  age  of  79  years,  died  suddenly  on  the  13th 
day  of  November,  1909,  in  Louisiana,  after  attending, 
four  days  before,  a  meeting  of  the  Synod's  Executive 
Commission  in  St.  Louis,  on  the  9th  day  of  November. 
The  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Pearson  was  really  a  beau- 
tiful end  of  a  noble  life,  an  ending  that  was  with- 
out sufifering,  and  in  the  midst  of  friends  whom  he 
loved  and  fresh  from  the  counsels  of  his  brethren  in 
the  Church  to  which  he  had  given  his  life,  and  mainly 
with  reference  to  the  interests  of  the  institution,  Mis- 
souri Valley  College,  which  had  been  the  pride  of  his 
riper  years.  He  was  the  only  President  the  Boara 
of  Trustees  had  had  since  the  foundation  of  the  Col- 
lege. Was  active  in  planning  for  the  building  of  the 
College,  and  had  much  to  do  with  the  raising  of  the 
funds    with    which   the   institution   originated.      The 
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College  was  properly  represented  at  his  funeral  by 
representatives  of  the  literary  society  which  bears  his 
name  in  the  College,  and  of  the  faculty,  and  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  His  successor  in  office  chosen  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  is  William  T.  Baird,  of  Kirks- 
ville.  Mo.,  who  is  one  of  the  earliest  benefactors  of 
the  College,  the  founder  of  the  Baird-Mitchell  Chair 
of  Greek  and  the  man  after  whom  the  Bairdean  Lit- 
erary Society  was  named.  The  College  feels  confident 
of  a  prosperous  administration  under  the  leadership 
of  Mr.  Baird. 

Another  death  which  we  must  chronicle  in  this 
connection  is  that  of  Judge  Daniel  David  Rose,  the 
founder  of  the  Daniel  David  Rose  Chair  of  English 
Language,  who  died  at  his  home  in  Curryville,  Mo., 
after  a  brief  illness  on  July  31,  1910,  aged  79  years 
3  months  28  days.  He  was  for  many  years  an  elder 
in  the  Church  at  Curryville,  and  was  always  a  warm 
friend  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  and  had  been 
planning  for  years  to  do  something  handsome  for  the 
College,  until,  in  connection  with  the  building  of 
Stewart  Chapel,  he  made  the  donation  which  founded 
the  Daniel  David  Rose  Chair  of  English  Language. 
He  was  one  of  the  quiet,  strong  men,  who  have  visions 
of  better  days,  and  plan  therefor.  He  did  not  live 
simply  to  accumulate  and  for  the  passing  pleasure 
which  his  accumulations  would  afiford  him,  but  so 
administered  his  private  aflfairs   that  he  might  take 
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part  in  the  wider  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  He 
was  President  of  the  Bank  of  Curryville.  His  wife, 
who  co-operated  with  him  in  the  founding  of  the 
Chair  which  bears  his  name,  and  in  all  the  good 
works  of  his  later  life,  survives  him. 

Much  to  the  regret  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
also  of  the  faculty  and  students.  Professor  I.  N. 
Evrard,  who  has  so  successfully  filled  the  Daniel 
David  Rose  Chair  of  English  Language,  resigned  to 
go  to  the  State  Normal  at  Springfield,  and  it  has  be- 
come necessary  to   fill  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned. 

Professor  Schuyler  R.  Myers  was  elected  Daniel 
David  Rose  Professor  of  English  Language,  and  Pro- 
fessor W.  L.  Bixler,  M.  Ph.,  was  elected  Professor  of 
Pedagogy  and  Economics.  Professor  Bixler  has  had 
a  varied  training,  and  is  a  man  of  matruity,  thorough 
education,  strong  personality,  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  faculty  of  Missouri  Valley. 

Rev.  A.  H.  Stephens,  D.D.,  voluntarily  taught  a 
class  in  Homiletics  during  the  year,  and  was  so  suc- 
cessful in  his  work  that  the  Board  employed  him  for 
this  purpose  for  the  present  year.  Thus  the  young 
preachers  will  have  the  advantage  of  early  training 
in  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  sermons. 

Sarah  Louise  Black,  A.B.,  who  was  Secretary  to 
the  President,  became  Assistant  Bible  teacher  during 
the  year,  and  had  charge  of  Dr.  Black's  classes  in  his 
absence,  and  was  so  efficient  that  she  was  elected  to 
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the  position  of  Assistant  Teacher  of  the  I>ible,  but, 
much  to  the  regret  of  all  concerned,  she  declined  the 
position,  and  is  teaching  elsewhere. 

Professor  V.  R.  Stephens,  M.S.,  who  was  elected 
Professor  of  Biology,  had  a  very  successful  year,  and 
was  re-elected  unanimously  to  this  Chair. 

Mrs.  Laura  M.  Place,  Mus.  B.,  acted  as  Assistant 
in  Music  until  illness  compelled  her  retirement  in  De- 
cember, and  Mrs.  Alma  Siler  Denny,  Mus.  B.,  filled 
out  the  rest  of  the  year.  Both  of  these  were  efficient 
and  accomplished. 

The  arch  that  was  erected  by  the  class  of  1909,  at 
the  north  entrance  to  the  College,  is  a  very  handsome, 
permanent  addition  to  the  College.  This  is  the  second 
class  to  build  an  arch,  the  class  of  1908  havinb  built  an 
arch  the  previous  year  at  the  northwest  entrance  to 
the  College.  The  alumni  particularly  will  be  glad  to 
know  that  the  City  of  Marshall  has  placed  a  street 
light  in  front  of  each  of  these  arches,  which  adds  to 
the  convenience  of  the  people  who  come  and  go  at 
night. 

The  library  has  made  progress  during  the  past  year 
in  the  way  of  patronage  and  benefactions.  The  stu- 
dents have  made  a  larger  and  more  regular  use  of  it. 
Mrs.  Leonora  McAninch,  of  Hughesville,  Mo.,  has 
given  the  library  one  thousand  dollars  as  an  endow- 
ment memorial  to  her  son,  Walker,  who  died  last 
January.     He  was  a  splendid  young  man,  of  whole- 
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some  character  and  gracious  influence  among  his  fel- 
lows. He  died  of  pneumonia  while  at  home  on  his 
Christmas  vacation.  This  memorial  fund  will  always 
keep  a  fresh  supply  of  new  books  in  the  library  as  a 
memorial  of  Walker's  standing  among  the  students 
and  the  thoughtfulness  of  his  mother. 

On  account  of  the  extraordinary  expenses  to  which 
the  College  was  put  last  year  on  account  of  litigation 
an  appeal  was  made  to  the  College  Board  for  help. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  felt  that  the  College  was  in  no 
way  responsible  for  the  union  between  the  two 
churches,  nor  for  the  litigation  which  has  been  forced 
upon  it  incident  thereto,  and  that,  therefore,  the  funds 
of  the  College  ought  not  to  be  used  for  that  purpose, 
but  that  the  whole  Church,  through  the  College  Board, 
should  come  to  the  relief  of  the  College  under  these 
circumstances.  The  College  Board  responded  gen- 
erously, and  has  agreed  to  pay  $1,500.00  on  account 
of  this  emergency.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  Synod  will 
join  us  in  an  expression  of  appreciation  and  approval 
of  this  act  of  the  College  Board. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  of  Missouri  is  called  to 
the  fact  that  there  are  four  vacancies  in  the  Board 
which  will  have  to  be  filled  at  this  meeting  of  Synod, 
one  will  have  to  be  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  late  Erasmus  D.  Pearson,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  whose 
term  of  office  expires  in  1912,  and  successors  will  also 
have  to  be  elected  to  A.  C.  Stewart,  LL.D.,  George 
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Ward  and  David  F.  Manning,  M.D.,  whose  terms  of 
office  expire  this  year. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  of  Kansas  is  called  to 
the  fact  that  the  term  of  office  of  Rev.  Samuel  Garvin 
ended  in  1908,  and  that  no  successor  has  been  elected 
to  his  place,  and  that  the  term  of  office  of  Charles  W. 
Tabler  expires  this  year.  Successors  should  be  chosen 
to  these  brethren  by  the  Synod  of  Kansas.
